REGULATIONS FOR THE ENTRY AND EMPLOYMENT 
OF TEMPORARY ASSISTANT PAYMASTERS. 

Whereas we have had under our consideration the question of 
providing Your Majesty's Navy with Accountant Officers in 
time of war or emergency, and whereas we are of opinion that 
it is desirable to establish Regulations for the entry and employ- 
ment of Temporary Assistant Paymasters, we would humbly 
recommend that Your Majesty may be graciously pleased to 
sanction by Your Order in Council the annexed Regulations. 
The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposed Regulations. 



Regulations for the Entry and Employment of Temporary 
Assistant Paymasters. 

1. No Candidate will be eligible for appointment as Tem- 
porary Assistant Paymaster who is less than twenty-five or 
more than thirty years of age. 

2. Every Candidate will be required to pass a medical 
examination before the Medical Director General of the Navy, 
and must be found physically fit for the Royal Navy before 
going up for the further examination referred to in paragraph 4. 

He must be in good health and free from any physical 
defect of body, impediment of speech, defect of sight or hearing, 
and also from any predisposition to constitutional or hereditary 
disease or weakness of any kind, and in all respects well 
developed and active in proportion to his age. The cases of 
shortsighted candidates, in other respects fit, will be specially 
considered. 

The decision arrived at by the Medical Officers will be 
considered final, subject to their Lordships* approval. 

3. Every candidate will be required to produce : — 

(1.) A Registrar's Certificate of birth ^ Certificate of 
baptism will not be accepted) or declaration thereof made 
before a Magistrate. 
(2.) Certificates of good conduct from his previous employers. 
It is desirable that certificates of any public examination, e.g., 
University Local Examinations, &c. which he may have passed, 
should also be produced^ and that the Candidate is able to 
swim. 
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4. Every Candidate will be examined in : — 

(1.) Arithmetic (including vulgar and decimal fractions and 

methods of calculating exchange). 
(2.) Writing from Dictation in a good clear hand. 
(3.) Correspondence ; (ability to write a clear letter, &c.) 

6. Temporary Assistant Paymasters will receive pay as 
Assistant Paymasters, Boyal Navy, of nine years' standing, 
viz., 10#. a day, and will be entitled to a yearly increment of 
sixpence per diem until a maximum of ll8. 6(2. per day is 
reached. They will be eligible for the usual allowance of 
2«. 6c?. per day, if appointed to a ship for charge of Accountant 
OflScers* duties. 

6. They are not eligible for pensions except for wounds or 
injuries received on duty, but the widows of such Officers killed 
on service may be granted pensions. Pensions granted under 
these circumstences will be at the same rates as for Assistant 
Paymasters, Royal Navy, over nine years. 

7. They are not eligible for promotion, and will rank with 
Assistant Paymasters, Royal Navy, according to seniority. They 
will mess in the Ward Room and pay the usual contribution of 
two shillings a day. 

8. The period of a Temporary Assistant Paymaster's engage- 
ment will, generally, be for two years, but they may, at option, 
be retained for any period not exceedhig five years. The Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty reserve to themselves the right 
to dispense with their services at any time, if they think fit. 

9. On discharge they will rec^ve a gratuity not exceeding 
one month's pay exclusive of charge pay, or other allowance for 
each year's service, provided that their conduct has been in all 
respects satisfactory. This gratuity will not be payable to an 
officer discharged for misconduct or inefficiency ; the case of an 
officer discharged at his own request will be specially considered 
by Their Lordships.

Whereas by Article 1436, and Appendix XVII., page 976, 
of the Regulations established for the government of Your 
Majesty's Waval Service, it is provided that Engineer Officers in 
charge of the Engines of Your Majesty's Vessels should be 
awarded Charge Pay at rates varying from ]«. to 4«. a day 
according to the Indicated Horse Power of each vessel, and at 
rates varying from 4^. to 9». a day if in charge of Engines of 
3,000 Indicated Horse Power and upwards in the larger vessels 
of modem construction. And whereas we are of opinion that, 
in consideration of the increased responsibility devolving on 
Engineer Officers by the size, complexity and number of Engines 
in each vessel, the present system of payment of Charge Pay, 
according to the Indicated Horse Power, no longer adequately 
represents the actual amount of responsibility in each particular 
case and should be abolished, and that the existing rates, viz. la, 
to 9«. a day, should be extended to all vessels, the rate being 
determined by ns from time to time in accordance with the 
altered conditions of the Engines in each vessel.

C. Any reduced rates awarded at the init'ation of the new 
system only to come into force in the cases of Officers appointed 
after the date of this Order in Council. 

D. Any increased rates awarded at the initiation of the new 
system only to be payable from the date of this Order in 
Coimcil.

SALARY OF THE ACCOUNTANT OF GREENWICH 
HOSPITAL RAISED. 

ALLOWANCE TO CERTAIN PENSIONERS ADMITTED 
TO NAVAL HOSPITALS OR INFIRMARIES.

Whereas we have had under consideration the number of 
officers of the Royal Marioes employed on Recruiting duties 
away from their Divisions where their services are now required. 
And whereas we are of opinion that the following alterations 
in the status and pay of Recruiting Officers should be made, 
viz.: — 

(1.) The duties of Recruiting Officers, Royal Marines, except 
at the Station in London, to be performed by Retired 
Officers. 
(2.) That 10 Officers on the Retired List of the Royal Marines 
be thus employed to be designated and paid as shown 
below, viz. : — 

3 Recruiting Staff Officers, Class I. to receive 250i. 

per annum.

per annum, 
in each case without any other allowances (except 
when travelling on duty) but to be allowed to draw 
their Retired pay in full without any deduction. 
(3.) We further propose that the next vacancy in the post of 
Officer in charge of the principal Recruiting Station 
in London, shall be filled by an Officer, who shall be 
styled Inspector of Marine Recruiting, and that the 
emoluments of that post shall be fixed at a Consolidated 
Salary of SOOl. per annum inclusive of all pay and 
allowances except that attaching to the appointment 
of Aide-de-Camp to Your Majesty, if held by the 
officer. 
And whereas we are of opinion that the number of Quarter- 
Masters, Royal Marines, should be increased, and that the 
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appointment of Sub-Inspector of Marine Schools should be 
abolished. 

We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to approve the 
above proposals, and to direct that the Establishment of Officers 
and Men of the Eoyal Marines ^hall be as shown on tlie annexed 
table from the 1st day of April 1895. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals.

SERVICE UNDER THE BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICAN 
PROTECTORATE TO COUNT FOR PROMOTION. 

Whebeas by Section 111.(10) of the Rules drawn tip by ^ the 
Lords Commissioners of Tour Majesty's Treasury under clause 6 
of the Supeninnuation Acts Amendment Bill of 1887 it is pro- 
vided that if the employment of an Officer under any Colonial 
Qovemment appears to the Admiralty to be of a nature to afford 
practical experience likely to be afterwards of public advantage 
in the event of his return to Imperial Service, his set-vice under 
the Colonial Qovemment may, if the Admiralty think fit, count

AMENDMENTS TO PLYMOUTH DOCKYARD 
REGULATIONS. 

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1866, it is 
enacted that in relation to any Dockyard Port it shall be 
lawful for Her Majesty in Council from time to time by Order 
in Council to make Regulations for all or any of the purposes in 
the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes 
as from time to time seem necessary with a view to the proper 
protection of Her Majesty's Vessels, Dockyards, or property, or 
to the requirements of Her Majesty's Naval Service. ^ ' 
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And whereaa in pmrBuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
were made by Order in Council dated the 15th day of Augubt, 
1890, with reference to the Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 

And whereas the Regulations before-mentioned were amended 
by Order in Council dated the 26th day of August, 1893, and 
were further amended by Order in Council dated the 12th day 
of December, 1894. 

And whereas it appears expedient that the Regulations before 
mentioned should be further amended. 

And whereas the provisions of section one of the Rules 
PuTblication Act, 1893, have been complied with. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased, by 
and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows : — 

1. This Order shall take effect from the date hereof. 

2. On this Order taking effect the following Clause shall be 
inserted in the First Schedule of the Order in Council of the 15th 
day of August, 1890, after Clause 9, and shall be numbered 9a. 

9a. No firearm nor air gun shall be discharged from any boat 
or ship nor from the shore over the water within tlie 
limits of Hamoaze navigable for ships, from its southern 
limit to abreast Warren Point in the River Tamar and 
to abreast of Antony Ferry in the River St. German^, 
nor in the shallow waters of St. Johns, Sango or 
MiUbrook Lakes, outside an imaginary line joining 
Treval and Palmer Points, or in Weston MiU Lake, 
outside the Cornwall Railwfty Viaduct, nor within 200 
yards of any ship or vessel in the remainder of the 
Dockyard Port, excepting always such discharge of 
firearm? as may be necessary by Her Majesty's Naval 
and Military forces and the Metropolitan Police 
employed within the limits of the said Port for drill or 
practice and for the protection of Her Majesty's Ships 
and Vessels, and the Naval and Military Magazines and 
Establishments. 

3. On this Order taking effect the Clause substituted by Order 
in Council dated the 26th day of August, 1893, for Clause 21 of 
the First Schedule of the Older in Council dated the 15th day of 
August, 1 890, shaJl be cancelled, and the following Cause shall

REGULATIONS FOR TBE DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PORTSMOUTa 

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1866, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from, 
time to time, by Otfder in Council, to define the limits of a 
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Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
regulations for all or any of the purposes in the said Act 
particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes as from 
time to timo seem necessary, with a view to the proper pro- 
tection of Her Majesty's vessels, dockyards, or property, or to 
the requirements of Her Majesty's Naval Service : 

And whereas by the Fame Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade, to make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be 
carried or used, and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken 
by Her Majesty's vessels, and other vessels navigating the 
waters of the Port, and of the approaches thereto : 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regula- 
tions .and Rules were made by Orders in Council, dated the 29th 
day of February, 1868, the 22nd day of November, 1890, and 
the 12th day of December, 1894, with reference to the Docl^ard 
Port of Portsmouth : 

And whereas it appears expedient that such Regulations and 
Bules should be amended : 

And whereas the provisions of section one of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with: 

Now, therefore. Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is 
pleased, on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the 
Board of Trade, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, 
to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows : 

Fbeliminakt. 

1. This Order shall take effect from the second day of April 
1897, 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Orders, relative to 
the matters comprised in this Order, shall cease to operate, and 
in lieu thereof the Rules and Regulations set forth in the 
First and Second Schedules to this Order shall become operative, 

3. The terms used in this Order shall have the same meaning 
as in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act. 

And the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are to give 
the necessary directions herein accordingly. 

Dockyard Port of Portsmouth. 

4. The limits of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth shall be as 
follows : — 

On the east a straight line drawn from the Coast Guard 
Station at 1^ nautical miles to tiiie westward of Eastoke 
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Point, and running eastward of the Dean Tail Buoy and 
Nab light Vessel in a direction S. f W. (true) for a distance 
of 7^ nautical miles. 

On the south a straight line passing southward of the S.E. 
buoy of the Princessa Shoal, in a direction W. J N. (true) 
to high-water mark at Culver Cliff, on the eastern side of 
the Isle of Wight. 

On the south-west the high-water mark of the eastern and 
northern shores of the Isle of Wight, from Culver Cliff to 
Old Castle Point, with all bays, creeks, lakes, pool:?, and 
rivers as far as the tide flows. 

On the west a straight line drawn from O'd Castle Point to 
Hill Head Point. 

On the north tho line of high- water mark between Hill Head 
and the Coast Guard Station near Eastoko Point, including 
Portsmouth and Langston Harbours, with all bays, creeks, 
lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as the tide flows. (Langston 
Harbour for this purpose is considered to terminate at 
Hayling Bridge.) 

Delineation of Limits. 

5. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits referred to therein.

Regulations for the protection of the Docktaud Pokt of 
PoETSMOUTH and of Her Majesty's property therein, and 
for Anchoring, Berthing, Mooring, and Breaming in 
that Port. 

Limits of the Dockyard Port of Portsmovbth. 

1. On the east a straight line drawn from the Coast Qucud 
Station at 1\ nautical miles to the westward of Enstoke Point, 
and running eastward of the Dean Tail Buoy and Nab Light 
Vessel in a direction S, § W. (true) for a distance of 7^ nautical 
miles. 

On the South a straight line passing southward of the S.R 
buoy of the Princessa Shoal, in a direction W. \ N. (true) to 
high-water mark at Culver Cliti*, on the eastern side of the Isle 
of Wight. 

On the south-west the high-water mark of the eastern and

General. 

3. Moorings for Her Majesty's Ships, mark buoys and other aids 
to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for any 
purpose in connection with Naval or Military operations, shall 
be placed by the Queen's HarbDur Master, as, from time to 
time, the requirements of Her Majesty's Service may demand.^ 

4. Moorings for private vessels may be laid with the ^rmis-

5. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private

7. No merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall, without 
license in writing from the Port Admiral, Admiral Superin- 
tendent, or Queen's Hartx>ur Master, »e moored or fastened to 
any of the forts, nor to any Government moorings, buoys, piles, 
or vessels in the Dockyard Port. 

8. No merchant nor other private vessel o!^ above five tons, 
compelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable

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channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without 
a shipkeeper. 

9. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within one himdred 
feet of Her Majesty's Dockyards or other Government Establish- 
ments. 

10. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, 
dust, filth of any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine, 
or pit, nor any other material, shall be unladen, ci^st, nor allowed 
to fall into the waters of the Dockyard Port, except in such | laces 
as may be appointed by the Queen's Harbour Master, nor upon 
the banks, or any portion of the shore of the said Dockyard 
Port, where the same may be liable to be washed into the waters 
of the said Dockyard Port by i-ain, tide, or otherwise ; nor into, 
nor upon, the shores of any rivers or streams discharging into 
•the said Dockyard Port, where the same may be liable to be 

washed into the said rivers or streams by rain, flood, or other- 
^se. 

11. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits of the 
Harbour, except to prevent collision, or in case of fog. 

12. No firearm nor air-gun shall be discharged from any boat 
or ship, nor from the shore, over the water of the Harbour of 
Portsmouth, including Forton Lake and Haslar Creek as far as 
Haslar Bridge between the following limits : — ^namely, on the 
south, a line from Blockhouse Point to the Round Tower, and on 
the north, a line fi-om Frater Point to Stamshaw Point; nor 
within two hundred yards of any ship or vessel in the remainder 
of tiie Dockyard Port of Portsmouth; excepting always such 
discharge of firearms as may be necessary by Her Majesty's 
Naval and Military forces, and tlie Metropolitan Police employed 

. within the liiiiiis of the said Port, for drill or practice, and for 
the protection of Her Majesty's ships and vessels and the Naval 
and Military Magazines and Establishments. 

13. No ship's gun on board any merchant or other private 
vessel lying in the harbour shall be discharged, except as a signal 
of distress. 

14. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other Naval or 
Military purposes, to reserve any area for such opemtions or 
purposes, the area will be markea by buoys coloured green and 
white, or by posts colourei red, and after twenty-one days* 
warning notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published 
in the " London Gazette," no vessel shall anchor within, or pass 
through the area so marked, unless compelled to do so by stress 
of weather, or to avoid accident, nor when such area is uncovered, 
or nearly uncovered, at low water, shall any person pass through, 
or remain in it, unless by permission of, and under such arrange- 
ments as may be from time to time made by, the officer in charge 
of such operations. 
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15. No veissels shall anchor on the line of any electric cable 
laid down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by 
whitewashed posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, 
and a watning has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued 
l^ the Admiralty and published in the " London Gazette." 

Anchorage REauLAxioNa 

OeneraL 

16. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to 
the direction of the Queen's Harbour Master. 

17. No merchant or other private vessel shall lie, or be moored, 
80 as to impede the free approach to any pier in the Dockyard 
Port, used for purposes of regular passenger traffic, and when 
buoys are placed by the Queen's Haj-bour Master to mark an 
approach to such pier, no vessel shall lie within the space so 
marked. 

Spithead. 

18. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or 
moored at Spithead within two cables of any of Her Majesty's 
ships or foreign men-of-war lying there and every merchant or 
other private vessel shall, on being required to do so, anchor in, 
or remove to, such place as the Queen's Harbour Master or the 
Senior Naval Officer at Spithead may direct. 

19. No merchant or other private vessel or boat shall be 
lAoored, anchored, or grounded within one cable of the Spit Fort, 
the Horse Fort, the Noman's Fort, or the St. Helen's Fort. 

Portsmouth Harbour 

20. Masters of vessels in the service of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, or haviug Government cargoes on board, are, immediately 
on arrival, to report themselves to the Queen's Harbour Master, 
^nd take the berth assigned to them by him. 

21. All merchant and other private vessels using the Harbour 
inside Blockhouse Point shall, unless special permission is 
obtained from the Queen's Harbour Master to do otherwise, 
anchor, moor, or lie on tlie shore only at the following places, 
within the Harbour, namely, — 

(a.) On the Gosport shore, on that part of it which lies 
between a straight line drawn true east from the 
Hard at Gdsport, and another such line drawn true 
east from the north corner of the wharf at Stony 
Steps, and extending into the Harbour to within fifty^ 
fathoms from the centre of any of Her Majesty's 
moorings, but not so as to obstruct the main passage 
way of the Harbour : 
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(b,) On the Portsmouth shore within the area indicated by the 
following marks : — 

On the West ; lighthouse on Spit fort in line with 

the western house at Point 
On the North ; Tower of Town Hall touching the 
South Wall of the Gun Wharf Camber ; 
and vessels shall not lie so as to obstruct the channel 
into the Gun Wharf Camber, nor approach the piles in 
front of the Gun Wharf nearer than forty feet 

22. Small ynchts and other small vessels may lie off Southsea 
beach, but out of the fairway into the Harbour, in such areas 
as the: Qneen's Harbour Master may from time to time permit. 

23. No merchant nor other private vessel shall lie or be 
moored, anchored, grounded, deposited, or run on shore in the 
fairway of the chaimel of the Harbour, or the passages leading 
into that fairway, between the Outer Spit Buoy and Blockhouse 
Point, on the west side, and between the Horse Fort and the 
Round Tower, on the east side. 

24. Stiiall vessels may discharge by permission of the Queen's 
Harbour Master between the Common Hard and that part of 
the Timber Pound called the Logs. 

25. Pilot and fishing boats which frequent the Harbour shall 
occupy the south side of the first bend in Hnslar Creek, or that 
part of the Gosport shore which lies between Blockhouse Point 
and the Gosport Pier ; provided they do not interfere with any 
of Her Majesty's vessels, moorings, or buoys, and that they 
leave a clear passage for any vessel into or out of the Creek at 
Haslar. 

26. Fachts having the privilege of laying up in Haslar Creek 
shall so moor as to leave the channel clear, and the anchors by 
which they are moored shall be buried. 

27. Merchant and other private vessels having jibbooms or 
running bowsprits shall run them in on entering the Harbour 
within Blockhouse Point, and keep them in until the day of 
their leaving the Harbour. 

28. No vessel laid by or neglected as unfit for sea pervice shall 
lie within any part, of the Harbour except on the shore between 
the point lyin» due east (true) of Whale Island and Kingstou 
Cemetery Wall. 

Rules for PREVENxroN of Fire. . 

£9. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be breamed in 
any part of the Harboir, except on the beach at Gosport or 
Blockhouse at a distance of at least two hundred yards from 
any of Her Majesty's vessels or moorings. 

30. Within the distance of two hundred yards from any of 
Her Majesty's vessels, or of any hired vessel in. p^r Majesty's 
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service, or of any of Her Majesty's dc cks, dockyards, arsenals, 

powder magazines or wharves : 

(a.) No pitch, tar, resin, turi)entine, grease, tallow, oil, nor 
otiier combustible matter, shall be boiled or heated on 
board of any merchant or other private vessel in the 
Harbour ; 
(6.) No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other 
private vessel in the Harbour, except in steam vessels' 
furnaces, between eleven o'clock in the evening and 
live o'clock in the morning from the 1st of October 
to the 3lst of Mar.h inclusive, nor between eleven 
o'clock in the evening and four o'clock in the morning 
between the 1st of April and the 30th of September 
inclusive. 

Penalties. 

31. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates, shall observe and cause to be observed 
the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to his vessel, 
and if any master or other person acts in any respect in 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Order, or fails to 
observe or cause to be observed in any respect any of those 
provisions, he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten 
pounds.

Limits of Dockyard Port of Portsmouth. 

1. On the east a straight line diawn from the Coast Guard 
Station at 1^ nautical miles to the westward of Eastoke Point, 
and running eastward of the Dean Tail Buoy and Nab Light 
Vessel in a direction S. § \V. (true) for a distance of 7i nautical 
miles. 

On the south a straight line pas ing southward oftheS.E. 
buoy of the Pjincessi Shoal, in a direction W. ^ N. (true) to 
high-water mark at Culver Cliff, on the eastern side of the Isle 
of Wight. 

On the south-west the high- water mark of the eastern and 
northern shores of the Isle of Wight, from Culver Cliff to Old 
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Caatle Point, with all bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, as 
far as the tide flows. 

On the west a straight line drawn from Old Castle Point to 
Hill Head Point 

On the north the line of high-water mark between Hill Head 
and the Coast Guard Station near Eastoke Point, including 
Portsmouth and Langston Harbours, with all bays, creeks, 
lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as the tide flowa (Langston 
Harbour for this purpose is considered to terminate at Hayling 
Bridge.) 

Limits of Portsmouth Ha/rbour. 

2. The seaward boundary of the Harbour of Portsmouth (in 
this Order called the Harbour) shall be as follows, namely : — 

Straight lines passing from the centre of Fort Monkton 
successively through the Spit Fort, and the Outer Spit 
Buoy, to the Horse Fort, and thence to Southsea Castle. 

Observance of " RegulatioTis for preventing collisions at sea!* 

3. All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Ports at Portsmouth, shall carry such lights as are 
prescribed by the Regulations for preventing CJoUisions at Sea, 
made from time to time under the Merchant Shipping Act, and 
all vessels of every description shall also observe the steering 
and sailing rules set forth in such Regulations, except 
in so far as they are affected by the Regulations herein-after 
contained. 

Stem anchor light 

4. Every vessel of 150 feet or upwards in length, whilst at 
swinging berths, shall, in addition to the forward anchor light 
prescribed by the aforesaid Regulations for Preventing Collisions 
at Sea, carry at or near the stem, and at such a height that it 
shall not be less than fifteen feet lower than the forward light, 
another such light. 

Lights for small steam craft. 

5. Steam launches and other small craft propelled by steam 
or other mechanical power, of a length over all of, or exceeding, 
36 feet, shall, between sunset and sunrise, when within the 
limits of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth, carry the lights 
prescribed for sea-going steamships in the above-mentioned 
Regulations ; or shall, when under way, in lieu of the coloured 
side lights, carry a single lantern amidships, with a green glass 
on the one side and a red glass on the other side; such lantern 
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to be not less than two feet above the hull, amd so constructed 
and placed, that the green light shall show from right ahead to 
two points abaft the starboard beam ; and the red light, from 
right ahead to two points abaft the port beam ; — without being 
obflcured by other objects in the vessel. The bright light is to 
be in the middle line of the crafty and not less than two feet 
above the coloured light or lights, and may, when there is no 
foremast, be carried on a pole, or otherwise at the forepart of 
the vessel ; and at a height above the hull not less than the 
breadth of the vessel. These lights are to be of such a character, 
that on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, the coloured 
lights shall be visible at least one mile and the bright light at 
least two miles. 

6. Steam launches, and all other boats propelled by steam or 
other mechanical power, of a length over all of less than 36 feet,, 
when under way between sunset and sunrise within the limits 
of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth, shall not be obliged to 
carry the white light, but shall carry the coloured side lights 
prescribed in the Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea, or 
in lieu thereof the single lantern amidships with parti-coloured 
glass, as set forth in the foregoing paragraph. 

Vessels to keep clear of any Fleet or Squad/ron assembled at 

Spithead, 

7. When any Fleet or Squadron is assembled at Spithead, no 
vessel shall pass through the line of such Fleet or Squadron, 
except in such directions as shall be announced at the time by 
Notice issued by the Admiralty, and published in the " London 
Gazette." 

Vessels not to approach Her Majesty* s Ships carrying Royal or 
otfier Standard at raasthead. 

8» No vessel shall unnecessarily approach within two cables 
of any ship of war, troopship, or Royal yacht, carrying the 
Koyal or any other Standard at the masthead, when under way 
in the waters of the Dockyard Port outside the limits of the 
Harbour. 

Regulations for vessels going alongside certain piers* . 

9. Steamers approaching or leaving the Clarence Esplanade,, 
Ryde, or other piers, are to confine themselves to the lanes of 
approach marked by buoys laid by the Queen's Harbour Master,, 
in which lanes anchorage is prohibited for the purpose of mutual 
B&feiy. 
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Portsmouth Habbottr. 

Ve$8els to keep clea/r of Her Majesty's Ships. 

10. When any of Her Majesty's Ships, or other vessel in 
charge of Her Majesty's OflScers, about to pass in or out of the 
Harbour, hoists the Union Jack at the foremast-head, all other 
of Her Mrtjeaty's Ships present in the port shall hoist the Pilot 
Jack , as a general warning, and the Pilot Jack will aJso be 
hoisted on the Semaphore at the Dockyard for the neme pur-^ 
pose ; and all other vessels, craft, and boats, of every description, 
under way in the Harbour shall keep out of the way of the said 
ship flying the Union Jack ; provided always that the said ship 
shall be navigated with due care, and at a moderate speed ; and 
that she shall, so far as is practicable, be kept on the side of the 
fairway which liei on her own starboard side. 

Regulations for Sailing and smaU Oraft to keep clear of 
Steamers. 

11. When any sea-going steamship, steam vessel towing, 
steam dredger, or steam liopper, within the limits of the 
Harbour, shall, by reason of the crowded nature of the channel, 
or anchorage, or from other cause, find it unsafe or impractic- 
able to keep out of the way of a sailing vessel, or of a boat 
under oars or sail or steam or other mechanical power, she shall 
signify the same to the sailing vessel or boat by four or more 
short blasts of the steam whastle, blown in rapid succession; 
when the sailing vessel or boat shall keep out of the way of such 
steam vessel : provided always that tiie steam vessel shall be 
navigated with due care, and at a moderate speed. 

Speed of Vessels inside of Blockhouse Point not to exceed 

S knots. 

12. No merchant nor other private steam vessel when within 
the Harbour inside Blockhouse Point, shall proceed at a greater 
rate of speed than five knots an hour over the ground.

HALF PAY OF COLONELS AND LIEUTENANT- 
COLONELS ROYAL MARINES. 

Whereas by Your Majesty's Order in Council of the 
9th January 1863 Colonels and Lieutenant Colonels of the 
Royal Marine Aitillery receive half pay at the rates formerly 
authorised for Officers of the Royal Artillery of corresponding 
rank and whereas the half pay of Colonels and Lieutenant 
Colonels of the Royal Marine Light Infantry is fixed by Order 
in Council of 15th August 1814 at fourteen shillings and 
sixpence and eleven shillings a day respectively. 

And whereas we aie of opinion that it is desirable that 
Colonels and Lieutenant Colonels of Your Majesty's Royal 
Marine Forces should receive the same rates of half pay as are 
now allowed to Officers of these ranks in Your Majesty's Army. 

We therefore beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
following Regulations in regard to the half pay of these Officers. 

Regulations. 

1. Colonels and Lieutenant Colonels of the Royal Marines 
shall be entitled to half pay at the following rates : — 

£ 
Colonels - - . . - 300 a year. 

Lieutenant Colonels after five years' service 

in that rank, or in the case of Officers 

entered before 1st April 1870 who are 

qualified for retired pay at the rate of 

£450 a year - - - - 800 „ 

Lieutenant Colonels who elect under 

paragraph 11 of Your Majesty's Order 

in Council of 29th November 1881 to be 

placed upon a special half pay list - 300 „ 
Other Lieutenant Colonels of the Royal 

Marine Artillery - - - 11«. Sd, a day. 

Other Lieutenant Colonels of the Royal 

Marine Light Infantry - - - 11^. a day. 

2. No officer now serving who is entitled under existing 
regulations to a higher rate of half pay than those specified 
above shall be prejudiced by tliese Regulations. 

3. These Regulations shall take effect from 1st April 1897. 
Ihe Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 

signified their concurrence in these proposals.

ALLOWANCE TO INSTRUCTORS IN SEAMANSHIP.

authorised from 18th October, 1873, and in Your Majesty's Ship 
"Cruiser," in which ship it is submitted payment may be 
authorised from 13th August, 1879, the allowance having been 
paid in these ships from these dates respectively.

REGULATIONS FOR 1?HE DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PLYMOUTH. 

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
regulations for all or any of the purposes in the said Act 
particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes as from 
time to time seem necessary, with a view to the proper 
protection of Her Majesty's vessels, dockyards, or property, or 
to the requirements of Her Majesty's Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade, to make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be 
carried or used, an<l the ste; s for avoiding collisions to be taken 
by Her Majesty's vessels, and other vessels navigating the 
waters of the Port, and of the approaches thereto ; 
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And whereas in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regula- 
tions and Rules were made by Orders in Council, dated the 
29th day of Febraary 1868, the 19th day of May 1885, the 
16th day of August 1890, the 26th day of August 1893, the 
12th day of December 1894, and the 8th day of February 1896, 
with reference to the Dockyard Port of Plymouth : 

And whereas it appears expedient that such Regulations and 
Rules should be amended : 

And whereas the provisions of section one of the Rules 
Publication Act» 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is 
pleased, on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the 
Board of Trade, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, 
to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows : — 

Preldunabt. 

1. This Order shall take effect from the 20th day of June 
1897. 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Orders, relative to 
the matters comprised in this Order, shall cease to operate, and 
in lieu thereof the Rules and Regulations set forth in the First 
and Second Schedules to this Order shall become operative. 

3. The terms used in this Order shall have the same mjeaning 
as in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act. 

And the Lords Commissioners of the. Admiralty are to give 
the necessary directi(His herein accordingly. 

Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 

4. The Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be as follows : — 

All the bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as 
the tide flows, within, or to the northward of a 
straight line drawn across the entrance of Plymouth 
Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the 
Shagstone on the east ; and all the waters of the 
Sound and Hamoaze. 

Delineation of Limits. 

5: On the chart accompanying tliis Order are marked all the 
limits referred to therein. 
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FIRST SCHEDULE. 



Regulations for the protection of the Dockyard Port of 
Plymouth and of Her Majesty's property therein, and for 
Anchoring, Berthing, Mooring, and Breaming in that 
Port. 

Limits of the Dockya/rd Port of Plymouth. 

I. The Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be all the bays, 
creeks, lakes, pools, and rivera as far as the tide flows, within or 
to the northward of a straight line drawn across the entrance 
of Plymouth Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the 
Shagstone on the east, and all the waters of the Sound and 
Hamoaze. 

Limits of Plymouth Sound, 

£. Plymouth Sound shall be considered to be all that portion 
of the Dockyard Port of ^Plymouth lying to southward and 
eastward of a straight line joining Devil's Point and Wilderness 
Poin^,at i^e entrance of Hamoaze, southward of a straight line 
Joining th» heads of the two outermost piers at the entrance of 
Mill Bay, and southward and westward of a straight line joining 
Fisher's Nose and the outermost extremity of Mount Batten 
breakwater, at the entrance of Cattewater. 

Limits of Harbour of Hamoaze. 

3. The Harbour of Hamoaze shall be deemed to be that 
portion of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying within a 
straight line drawn from Devil's Point to Wilderness Point. 

General. 

4. Moorings for Her Majesty's ships, mark buoys, and other 
aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for 
any purpose in connection with Naval or Military operations, 
shall be placed by the Queen's Harbour Ma^tt r as, from time to 
time, the requirements of Her Majesty's Serdce may demand. 

5. Moorings for private vessels may be laid with the permis- 
sion, in writing, of the Queen's Harbour Master, and in such 
positions as he shall deem fit, but such moorings shall be forth- 
with removed on the requisition of the Queen's Harbour Master 
to that effect. 

B. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private 
vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric cables, 
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or moorings of buoys, the master or other person having the 
charge or command of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook 
the same, but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Admiral 
Superintendent or the Queen's Harbour Master, in order that 
aid may be given for clearing such moorings or cables without 
doing damage to the same. 

7. No merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall make 
fast to, or lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or 
shoals in the Dockyard Port. 

8. No merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall, without 
license in writing from the Port Admiral, Admiral Super- 
intendent, or Queen's Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to 
any of the forts, nor to any Government moorings, buoys, piles, 
or vessels in the Dock)^ard Port. 

9. No merchant nor other private vessel of above five tons, 
compelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable 
channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without 
a shipkeeper. 

10. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within one 
hundred feet of Her Majesty's Dockyards or other Government 
Establishments. 

11. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, 
dust, filth of any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine, 
or pit, nor any other material, shall be unladen, cast, nor allowed 
to fall into the waters of the Dockyard Port, nor upon the banks 
or any portion of the shore of the said Dockyard Port where 
the same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the said 
Dockyard Port by rain, tide, or otherwise ; nor into, nor upon 
the shores of any rivers or streams discharging into the said 
Dockyard Port, where the same may be liable to be washed into 
the said rivers or streams by rain, flood, or otherwise. 

12. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits of 
Hamoaze, except to prevent collision, or in case of fog. 

13. No firearm nor air gun shall be discharged from any boat 
or ship nor from the shore over the water within the limits of 
Hamoaze navigable for ships, from its southern limit to abreast 
of Warren Point in the River Tainar and to abreast of Antony 
Ferry in the River St. Germans, nor in the shallow waters of 
St. Johns, Sango, or Millbrook Lakes, outside an imaginary line 
joining Treval and Palmer Points, or in Weston Mill Lake 
outside the Cornwall Railway Viadui t, nor within two hundred 
yards of any ship or vessel in the remainder of the Dockyard 
Port, excepting always such discharge of firearms as may be 
necessary by Her Majesty's Naval aid Military forces and the 
Metropolitan Police employed within the limits of the said Port, 
for drill or practice, and for the protection of Her Majesty's 
Ships and Vessels, and the Naval and Military Magazines and 
Establishments. 
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14. No ship's gun on board any merchant or other private 
vessel shall be kept loaded, nor discharged, except as a signal of 
distress. 

15. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other Naval 
or Military purposes, to reserve any area for such operations or 
purposes, the area will be marked by buoys coloured green and 
white, or by posts coloured red; and after twenty-one days' 
warning notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published 
in the " London Gazette," no vessel shall anchor within, or pass 
through the area so marked, unless compelled to do so by stress 
of weather, or to avoid accident : nor when such area is uncovered, 
or nearly uncovered, at low water, shall any person i)ass through 
it, or remain in it, unless by permission of, and under such 
arrangements as may be from time to time made by, the officer 
in charge of such operations. 

16. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable laid 
down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by 
whitewashed posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, 
and a warning has been conveyed to marinersj by notice issued 
by the Admiralty, and published in the " London Gazette." 

Anchorage Regulations. 
General, 

17. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to 
the direction of the Queen's Harbour Master. 

Plymouth Sound. 

18. The outer anchorage in Plymouth Sound within and near 
the breakwater shall be for the exclusive use of Her Majesty's 
ships and vessels of war. 

19. Anchorage in Plymouth Sound, within a space to be 
called the Merchant Vessels' Anchorage, is reserved specially for 
merchant and other private vessels, and is bounded by the 
following straight lines, namely : — 

To the southward by a line drawn from Ram's Cliff Point 
towards the west : 

To the northward by a line drawn from Mount Edgcumbe 
House, through the Canteen on Drake's Island, to the 
eastern shore of Plymouth Sound : 

To the westward by a line drawn from the east end of Windsor 
Terrace, in the town of Plymouth, to the Smeaton's Tower 
on the Hoe, and continuing through the whitewashed 
diamond seamark on the rocks to the before-mentioned line 
drawn from Ram's Cliff" I^oint, which anchorage is delineated 
on the chart annexed to this Order, 
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20. Merchant or other private vessels may anchor only either 
in the Merchant Vessels' Anchorage, or in such positions out of 
the fairways^ and other than those enumerated in Clause 21 of 
this Schedule, as may from time to time be permitted by the 
Queen's Harbour Master. 

21. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored, 
moored, or place 1 in either the Eastern or Western entrances to 
the Sound, nor in any part of the fairway on the west side of 
the Merchant Vessels' Auchorage, nor in the Smeaton Pass, nor 
in the Asia Pass eastward of a straight line drawn from the 
Melampus buoy to a position one cable south-west of the Asia 
buoy, nor in any part of the fairway from the Asia and Smeaton 
Pfiuases to the entrance of Hamoaze^ nor northward of Drake's 
Island within fifty fathoms of the centre of any moorings for the 
use of Her Majesty's ships and vessels, nor in Bam PooL 

Hamoaze. 

22. No mercliant nor other private vessel shall be anchored or 
moored in the fairway between the Govemnjent moorings in the 
Harbour of Hamoaze so as to swing within seventy-five fathoms 
from the centre of any of those moorings, nor in such a position 
as to be liable to foul any of Her Majesty's ships at those 
moorings or elsewhere, nor in front nor abreast of any of Her 
Majesty's dockyards or arsenals, nor of Her Majesty's gunwharf, 
unless consigned or forced thereto by unavoidable accident. 

23. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be made fast to, 
nor be moored nor secured by, any of the moorings, anchors, or 
chains belonging to Her Majesty, to which access can be had 
when the tide is out, nor be anchored nor moored so as to swing 
within seventy-five fathoms of any buoys or piles belonging to 
Her Majesty, nor in such a manner as to prevent access to 
Her Majesty's docks, wharves, arsenals, gunwharf, or victualling 
yard. 

24. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored 
nor moored in any place within the Harbour of Hamoaze, 
except on the eastern side of Stonehouse Pool, to the eastward 
of a straight line drawn between the end of the west pier of the 
Koyal William Victualling Yard basin and the south extreme of 
the Stonehouse Pool Improvement Company's wharves, and a 
channel for boats and barges shall be kept clear from Hamoaze 
to the Admiral's Hard, and up Stonehouse Lake to the Royal 
Naval and Military Hospitals above Stonehouse Bridge. 

25. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored, 
moored or placed nearer any of the wharves of the Royal 
William Victualling Yard than sixty fathoms, nor within the 
line of mooring buoys as laid down at the Vte of this Order or 
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at any time thereafter, nor nearer than fifty fathoms to any 
Government moorings off the said Victualling Yard. 

26. Nothing, however, in the foregoing provisions shall be 
deemed to exclude such vessels as require admission to the 
wharves, docks, and other establishments at Mutton Cove, North 
Comer, New Passage, and elsewheie, for loading and unloading 
cargoes, and all such vessels shall continue to enjoy their 
accustomed privileges in this respect as fully as if this Order 
had not been made, provided that such vessels do not impede 
nor interfere with the navigation of Her Majesty's vessels. 

Cattewater, 

27. All fore and aft-rigged merchant or other private vessels 
taking shelter in Cattewater, and drawing lees than eleven feet 
of water, shall anchor either on the flat cm Clovelly Bay or 
above Tumchapel Point, and shall place buoys on their anchors, 
and moor with a kedge, and rig in their jib-booms. 

28. Merchant and other private vessels, if drawing eleven feet 
of water or upwards, and less tha^n sixteen feet, shall moor on 
the flat between Tumchapel Point and Mount Batten ; if drawing 
sixteen feet of water or upwards, shall moor in tiers below and 
above Tumchapel Point, with their stern cables made fast to the 
shore, and their jib-booms rigged in, yards topped, and spritsail 
yards fore and aft. 

29. An open channel of not less than fifty fathoms in width, 
on the north side of the Harbour, shall be kept clear for the 
navigation of vessels from the entrance of Catte\^ ater up towards 
the Bear's Head and Tumchapel Point, and as far as Her 
Majesty's breakwater establishipent at Oreston, and no merchant 
nor other private vessel shall anchor in or obstruct this channel. 

30. Merchant or other private vessels frequenting the Port of 
Plymouth and anchoring in Deadman's Bay shall leave a clear 
passage of fifty fathoms at lea^st open between them and the* 
sailing vessels occupying the south side of the Ha»rbour. , 

31. The limits of Cattewater for the anchoring and placing of 
vessels should be marked out4ts follows : — 

To the eastward of a straight line from Fisher's Nose to the 
outermost extremity of Mount gatten breajcwater. 

To the southward of another such line from Fisher's Nose to 
Queen Anne's Battery. 

Rules for Prevention of Fire. 

32. No vessel nor boat of any description, when -^passing the 
Powder Magazine at Bull Point, or any of the powder ships 
(painted red), shall pass inside the red buoys off Bull Point, 
nor between the powder ships and the red buoys placed to guard 
jihem. 
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33. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be breamed in 
nny pawi of the Harbour of Hamoaze, except on the shore of 
Stonehouse Pool, or at Frank's Quarry. 

34. Within the distance of two hundred yards from any of 
Her Majesty's vessels, or of any liired vessel in Her Majesty's 
service, or of any of Her Majesty's docks, dockyards, arsenals, 
powder magazines, or wharves : 

(a.) No pitch, tar, resin, turpentine, grease, tallow, oil, nor 
other combustible matter, shall be boiled or heated on 
board of any merchant or other private vessel ; 

(6.) No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other 
private vessel in Hamoaze, except in steam vessels' 
furnaces, between eleven o'clock in the evening and five 
o'clock in the morning, from the 1st October to the 
Slst March inclusive, nor between eleven o'clock in the 
evening and four o'clock in the morning between the 
1st April and the 30th September inclusive. 

Penalties. 

35. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed 
the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to his vessel, and 
if any master or other person acts in any respect in contraven- 
tion of any of the provisions of this Order, or fails to observe or 
cause to be observed in any respect any of those provisions, he 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds. 

Local Authorities. 

36. Nothing in this Order shall affect the authority of the 
Pier Master at Mill Bay Pier, nor of the Dock Master of the 
Great Western Docks, nor of the Cattewater Commissioners, 
under the respective Acts of Parliament relative thereto. 



SECOND SCHEDULE. 



Rules concerning Lights and Signals to be used, and the steps 
to be taken for avoiding Collisions in the Dockyard Port 
of Plymouth, and the approaches thereto : — 

Limits of Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 

1. The Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be all the bays, 
creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as the tide flows, within 
or to the northward of a straight line drawn across the entrance 
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of Plymouth Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the Shag- 
stone on the east ; and all ^^ the waters of the Sound and 
Hamoaze. 

Limits of Plymouth Sound, 

2. Plymouth Sound shall be considered to be all that portion 
of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying to the southward and 
eastward of a straight line joining Devil's Point and Wilderness 
Point, at the entrance of Hamoaze ; southward of a straight line 
joining the heads of the two outermost piers at the entrance of 
Mill Bay ; and southward and westward of a straight line joining 
Fisher's Nose and the outermost extremity of Mount Batten 
breakwater, at the entrance of Oattewater. 

Narrow waters of Plymouth Sound. 

3. The Narrow waters of Plymouth Sound shall be considered 
to be all that portion of Plymouth Sound lying north and west 
of a straight line drawn from Picklecombe Fort to Mount Batten 
Tower. 

Observance of " Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea!* 

4. All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Port of Plymouth, shall carry such lights as are prescribed 
by the ^' Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea " made 
from time to time under the Merchant Shipping Act : and all 
vessels of every description shall also observe the steering and 
sailing rules set forth in such Regulations, exc ept in so far as 
they are affected by the Regulations herein-after contained. 



Lights for small Steam Craft. 

6. Steam launches and other small craft propelled by steam 
or other mechanical power, of a length over all of, or exceeding, 
35 feet, shall, between sunset and sunrise, when within the limite 
of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth, carry the lights prescribed 
for sea-going steamships, in the above-mentioned Regulations ; 
or shall, when under way, in Jieu of the coloured side lights, 
carry a single lantern amidships, with a green glass on the one 
side and a red glass on the other side ; such lantern to be not 
less than two feet above the hull, and so constructed and placed, 
that the green light shall show from right ahead to two points 
abaft the starboard beam ; and the red light, from right ahead 
to two points abaft the port beam ;— withoiit being obscured by 
other objects in the vessel. The bright light is to be in the 
middle line of the craft, and not less than two feet above the 
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coloured light or lights, and may, when there is no foremast, be 
carried on a pole, or otherwise at the forepart of the vessel ; and 
at a height above the hull not less than the breadth of the 
vesseL These lights are to be of such a character, that on a 
dark tiight, with a clear atmosphere, the coloured lights shall be 
visible at least one mile and the bright light at least two 
miles. ' 

6. Steam launches, and all other boats propelled by steam or 
other mechanical power, of a length over all of less than 35 feet,,, 
when under way betwe^i sunset and sunrise within the limits 
of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth, shall not be obliged to- 
carry the white light, but shall carry the coloured side lights 
prescribed in the Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea, or 
in lieu thereof the single lantern amidsliips, with parti-coloured 
glass, as set forth in the foregoing paragraph. 

Ships exempted from carrying anchor light 

7. Coal and other hulks moored head and stern, in Hamoaze, 
and ships without ship-keepers lying to the northward of the 
steam ferry at Torpoint, need not display anchor lights. 

Lights for boaisi at anchor. 

8. Small fishing boats, and all other boats of every descrip- 
tion at anchor in any part of Plymouth Sound at night, shall 
exhibit a white light, visible all round at a distance of at least 
one mile. 

Lights for bocUs v/nder tvay, 

9. Small fishing boats, and all other boats, sailing or rowing 
in any part of Plymouth Sound at night, shall have ready at 
hand a white light, and shall exhibit the same on approaching, 
or being approached by, any vessel or boat under way. ^ 

Vessels to keep clear of Ser Majesty's Ships, . ., 

10. When any of Her Majesty's Ships, or other vewel in 
charge of Her Majesty's Officers, about to pass between Hanioaze 
and the Sound, hoists the Union Jack at the fore-masthead, all 
other of Her Majesty's Ships present in the port shall hoist the 
Pilot Jack as a general warning, and the Pilot Jack will also be 
hoisted on the Flag Staff at Mount Wise for the same purpose ; 
and all other vessels, craft, and boats, of every description, 
under way in Hamoaze or in the narrow waters of the Sound, 
shall keep out of the way of the said ship flying the Union 
Jaek, provided always that the said ship shall be navigated wHii 
due care, and at a moderate speed, and that she shall, so far as 
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is practicable, be kept on the side of the fairway which lies on her 
own starboard side. 

1 1 . Merchant and other private steam vessels, and small craft 
pr >pelled by steam or other mechanical power, when navigating 
along the Western Shore in Hamoaze, between Petre and Carew 
Points, shall keep outside, or to the Eastward of, the Battle Ships 

. and Admiralty Moorings in that locality. 

12. Merchant and other private steam vesseL* navigating 
along the Eastern Shore in Hamoaze shall keep outside, or to 
the Southward and Westward of, the moorings for Timber ships 
and Lumps between Mutton Cove and the South End of No. 1 
Jetty. 

Regulations for SaUiag and small Craft to keep clear of 

SteaTYiers. 

13. When any sea-going steancship, steam vessel towing, 
steam dredger, or steam hopper, within the limits of the

We humbly beg leave to submit that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by Order in Council to repeal Your Majesty's 
Orders in Council of 26th October, 1860 ; 7th January, 1864 ; 
SOth December, 1884 ; Srd March, 1894; and such provisions of 
Your Majesty's Order in Council of 22nd February 1870, as 
relate to the rates of retired pay and pension to be awarded to 
such Officers, and to substitute therefor the provisions contained 
in the accompanying Schedule.

SCHEDULR 



1. An Officer who is, in the opinion of the Admiralty unfit 
for, or unworthy of, further employment, may be placed on the 
Retired or Pension List, irrespective of Age or Service. 

2. An Officer who has been sentenced by Court Martial, and 
who is, in the opinion of the Admiralty, within the scope of the 
preceding paragraph, may be placed on the Retired or Pension 
List, and may be awarded such Retir^ Pay, or Pension, or 
Gratuity, as he would receive under ordinaiy Regulations. 

3. An Officer placed on the Retired last under Clause 1 
without trial by Court-Martial, maybe granted such rate of 
Retired Pay, or such Gratuity, as the Admiralty may think fit, 
provided that the amount of Retired Pay shall in no case exceed 
the half-pay to which such Officer was entitled previous to retire- 
ment, and that the amount of the Gratuity awarded shall not 
exceed the commutation value (as assessed by the Pensions 
Commutation Board) of such half-pay ; and shall be less than 
the amount of Gratuity to which he would have been entitled 
under ordinary circumstances. 

4. An Officer who has had long and good service, but who is 
not entitled imder ordinary Regulations to Retired Pay or 
Gratuity, in consequence of forfeiture of service by sentence of 
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Court-Martial, may be awarded such Gratuity, not exceeding 
five hunJred pouniU' (bOOl.) as the Admiralty m&y think fit. , 

5. An Officer dismissed the Service by sentence of Court- 
Martial may be awarded a Compassionate Allowance not 
exceeding the lowest late of balfpay of his i*ank; but the 
granting of such Compassionate Allowance shall be entirely at 
the discretion of the Admiralty. 

6. Sub-Lieutenants and Assistant Paymasters, whether dis- 
missed the Service by Court -Mai-tial, or placed on the Retired 
List under Clause 1 may be awarded Gratuities not exceeding 
25 i. for each year's service in these ranks, nor 250L in all. 

7. Chief Gunners, Chief Boatswains, Chief Carpenters, War- 
rant Officers, and Officers of Coast Guard, other than Commis- 
sioned Officers, placed on the Pens^ion List under Clause 1, may 
be awarded such reduced rat'is of pension as the Admiralty may 
in each case determine. 

8. Nothing in this Schedule shall prejudice or affect the 
power of the Admirialty to discharge or dismiss Officers, or shall 
confer On any person who has been removed from Your Majesty's 
Service any right to halt- pay, retired pay' or pension, compas- 
sionate allowance, or gratuity. 

9. The expre^si"n " an officer " in this Schedule, shall, unless 
the context otherwise requires, include Commissioned Officers, 
Warrant Officers, and Subordinate Officers of all ranks.

Whereas it is desirable that a certain water area at Gibraltar 
shall be placed under the jurisdiction of the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty ; and that powers should be Conferred upon 
them to make Regulations for the proper control of the same ; 
we beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
following proposals : — 

All the water area lying between the Admiralty Harbour 
Works, now in course of construction, and the shore, together 
with the water area 200 yards in width on the outside of those 
works and to the South thereof, as far as Rosia Mole, such water 
areas being more particularly shown by a red colour on the chart 
attached hereto, shall be deemed to be Admiralty waters. 

From and af t^r a date to be fixed by the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, in communication with the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, the oontrol over the said Admiralty waters 
shall cease to be vested in the Captain of the Port of Gibraltar,

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-It shall be lawful for the Senior Naval Officer, or for the 
person performing the duties of Queen's Harbour Master, from 
time to time, to make, and, when made, to alter or revoke, such 
Regulations, in writing, as he may deem expedient, for the 
exclusion or admission of merchant arid other private vessels 
from and to the Adlniralty wateis at Gibraltar, or from or to 
such part of them, the control over which is, for the time being, 
vested in the Senior Naval OflScer at Gibraltar, or in the person 
performing the duties of Queen's Harboin: Master ; and also for 
the government of the whole or any part of the said Admiralty 
waters, and of all ships and boats therein.

All fines, penalties and forfeitures imposed by any rule or 
regulation made under this Order shall be recovered in a summary 
manner subject to the provisions contained in the Justices 
Ordinance, Gibraltar 1890, which said Ordinance shall be deemed 
and taken to be incorporated with this Order for the purposes 
thereof.
